The  work  of  the  Iris  and  Peony  blooming  seasons  always  has  right  of  w»''  over 
©very  other  schedule  in  Van  Wert,  and  this  yeai , the  best  we  have  ever  experienced, 
has  proven  no  exception.  The  rush  of  work  to  obtain  new  "first-hand"  descriptions 
and  also  illustrations  for  our  price  lists,  together  with  the  pleasure  of  entertain- 
ing many  visitors,  left  no  time  for  issuing  Bulletins  and  Garden  Notes,  and  as  a re- 
sult this  second  issue  of  our  Weekly  Chats  and  Specials  is  almost  a month  late.  But 
now  that  the  1927  season  is  history,  and  the  descriptive  Iris  list  is  in  the  printer’s 
hands,  I am  able  to  jot  down  a few  items  for  this  weei’s  bulletin. 


I spent  all  of  last  week  visiting  Peony  gardens  in  the  east.  From  my  exper- 
ience I would  say  that  it  pays  to  see  the  other  fellow’s  planting,  and  learn  how  he 
does  things.  Try  it  next  year.  You  v/i  1 1 return  with  a notebook  full  of  ideas,  and 
the  friendships  you  will  form  will  broaden  your  ideas  of  the  commercial  game  in  gen- 
eral. I will  never  forget  the  layouts  at  Baldwinsville,  West  Newberry,  and  Weiser 
Park.  And  I hope  we  will  sometime  have  an  opportunity  to  repay  Mr.  Goodrich,  Mr. 
Little,  Mr.  Thurlow,  and  Mr.  Seyler  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  us  on  our  visits 
to  their  plantings.  By  all  means  plan  a trip  next  year.  Get  out  of  your  own 
garden  paths  and  learn  to  know  varieties  away  from  a certain  corner,  section  or 
stake.  You  will  find  it  a delightful  vacation  and  valuable  in  many  ways  from  an 
educational  standpoint. 


I do  not  own  a penny’s  worth  of  stock  in  the  Benjamin  J.  Chase  Company  of 
Derry  Village,  New  Hampshire,  but  as  I received  many  requests  for  the  address  of 
the  firm  manufacturing  our  printed  labels,  1 asked  them  to  send  me  a few  of  their 


price  lists,  and  I am  enclosing  one  with  this  bulletin.  We  use  their  3|  inch  cop- 
per wired  label,  but  the  firm  wished  me  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  they  make 
up  a smaller  size  (2£  inches)  which  might  prove  practical  for  many  uses.  A sample 
of  this  small  label  accompanies  this  bulletin.  These  printed  labels  have  proven 
time  savers  for  us,  and  if  you  are  not  now  using  them,  or  something  similar,  you  will 
find  their  purchase  a good  investment.  Remember,  we  get  no  commission  on  your  order, 
but  are  simply  passing  this  label  tip  along  for  the  "good  of  the  cause."  Sometime 
in  the  future  I hope  we  can  drop  our  field  number  from  our  labels  so  that  we  can 
purchase  them  in  quantity  and  re-distribute  them  to  growers  or  dealers  who  do  not 
feel  warranted  in  placing  an  order  for  printed  labels  with  the  manufacturer.  How- 
ever, that  is  but  a dream  of  the  future  end  onlv  one  of  our  plans  to  help  the  new 
grower  get  established  on  c firm  commercial  basis.

Another  co-operative  feature  I would  like  to  include  in  our  "Weekly  Chats"  is 
a "Surplus"  section  and  a "Want  List"  section  where  1 can  group,  for  general  informa- 
tion, names  and  addresses  of  persons  who  have  surplus  of  good  Irises  and  Peonies, 
and  of  persons  who  are  in  the  market  for  certain  varieties.  Naturally,  we  shall  try 
to  fill  all  of  these  orders  that  we  can,  but  we  get  numerous  requests  for  stock 
that  we  cannot  supply,  and  1 really  believe  it  would  stimulate  the  trade  if  every 
grower  knew  what  was  in  demand.  For  example,  when  Mr.  Bonnewitz  visited  Shenandoah 
recently,  Mr.  Welch  of  The  Mount  Arbor  Nurseries  asked  him  if  he  could  supply  ten 
thousand  Sherwin  Wright.  We  could  not  meet  this  demand,  and  at  that  time  we  did  not 
know  where  this  variety  was  available  in  that  quantity.  Since  then  we  have  heard  of 
several  plantings  of  this  variety,  one  that  I recall  in  the  garden  of  I.  W.  Harrison 
of  Lynn,  Indiana,  and  another  in  the  Indian  Spring  Farms  planting  at  Baldwinsvi lie , 

New  York.  This  inquiry  shows  that  there  is  really  a demand  for  Irises  in  quantity 
and  that  there  is  an  opportunity  for  service  in  bringing  these  surplus  holders  and 
purchasers  together.  I do  not  want  this  section  to  take  the  place  of  the  "Surplus 
List"  offers  published  by  the  Commercial  Peony  and  Iris  Growers  Association  which 
Mr.  Seyler  is  compiling,  for  even  were  I so  inclined,  I could  not  spare  the  space. 

But  there  are  many  growers,  large  and  small,  who  have  a surplus  or  need  some  certain 
variety  to  whom  this  "Surplus"  and  "Want  List"  section  will  appeal.  Let  me  know 
your  "overs"  and  "shorts  " and  1 shall  try  to  do  my  bit  in  broadcasting  the  informa- 
tion to  our  trade  list.  I may  not  be  able  to  publish  everything  that  comes  in  but 
with  Mr.  Bonnewitz’s  supervision,  shall  try  and  list  the  items  that  will  prove  most 
Interesting  to  the  trade  in  general. 

From  my  correspondence  1 know  that  C.  W.  Hubbard  of  Wilmette,  Illinois,  has 
what  I believe  is  the  largest  stock  of  Iris,  Ambassadeur,  in  the  United  States,  and 
I am  confident  that  when  the  world  learns  of  this  wonderful  Iris,  with  its  rich  and 
velvety  colors,  that  many  growers  and  dealers  will  want  to  locate  stock  of  this 
variety.  We  think  so  much  of  the  variety  that  it  was  chosen  out  of  a group  of  several 
as  a subject  for  an  illustration  in  full  colors  to  be  used  in  our  new  Descriptive 
Iris  List.  The  color  reproduction  is  exceptionally  good,  and  I believe  that  this 
illustration  in  color  will  create  an  interest  in  this  Iris  which  will  warrant  every 
grower’s  keeping  in  touch  with  available  stock  of  this  variety.  Mr.  Hubbard  also 
has  a good  planting  of  Seminole  and  the  popular  Siberian  Iris,  Perry’s  Blue.  I think 
this  information  will  reach  many  who  are  interested  in  these  exceptionally  fine 
Irises.  The  more  important  of  "Surplus  Stocks"  and  "Want  Lists"  which  develop  in  my 
mail  will  be  covered  in  next  week’s  list. 

I never  fully  realized  how  practical  and  really  commercial  the  Peony  and  Iris 
grower  is,  until  I went  over  the  replies  to  my  suggestions  about  different  growers 
importing  one  each  of  Mr.  Perry’s  entire  collection  of  Beardless  Irises  and  Iris 
species.  The  principal  question  on  every  card  was,  "What  will  it  cost?"  As  I did 
not  have  the  information  at  hand,  I am  writing  Mr.  Perry,  and  I shall  give  a list 
of  the  varieties  with  their  invoice  value  in  an  early  bulletin.  And,  while  on  the 
subject  of  importing,  I believe  all  Iris  growers  will  be  glad  to  know  that  Mrs.  Kath- 
erine Dykes,  widow  of  the  late  W.  R.  Dykes,  is  continuing  his  garden,  and  will  be 
glad  to  get  in  touch  with  anyone  interested  in  taiporting  the  Dykes  varieties  direct 
from  her  garden.  She  has  a nice  planting  of  many  of  the  world’s  best  Irises,  and  she 
told  Mr.  Bonnewitz  last  winter  she  would  be  glad  to  send  a typewritten  list  to  all 
American  growers  requesting  a copy.  I believe  Mr.  Bonnewitz  told  me  that  for  the 
courtesy  of  cash  accompanying  orders,  it  was  her  intention  to  prepay  transportation 
charges  on  all  shipments  to  the  United  States.  Her  address  is  Mrs.  Katherine  Dykes, 
Bobbingcourt,  Sutton  Green,  Guilford,  England. 
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We  are  receiving  so  many  requests  for  our  wholesale  prices  on  Irises  for  imme- 
diate shipment  that  T am  including  quotations  on  several  varieties  in  this  Bulletin.
